SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Tuesday, March 4", 2014, my partner (Officer Ramirez #139) and | (Officer 
Anderson #127) were working as contracted, uniformed security officers for the 
Hollywood Business Improvement District (H.B.I.D.) / Andrews International 
6801 Hollywood Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 90028 (323) 465-0122. We were 
assigned to the bicycle team as B-6. 


INVESTIGATION: 


On the above listed date at approximately 1120 hours, we were dispatched to a 
radio call of a 415 group, drinking near the front entrance of the business, 
“Lucky Strikes” (Located at 6801 Hollywood Boulevard Suite #143, Los Angeles 
CA.). Upon arrival my partner and | assumed a fixed observation post at 1720 
Highland Avenue (The Jefferson Apartments) which is directly across the street 
(Highland Avenue) from “Lucky Strikes” (Located at 6801 Hollywood Boulevard 
Suite #143, Los Angeles CA.) in order to ascertain if there was any drinking in 
public activity at that location. 


We observed four individuals seated on the ground near the front entrance of 
“Lucky Strikes”. Seated in the group was a male black adult (Later identified as 
Webb, Tyrone Terrell DOB: 12/05/1989), seated directly to Webb’s right was a 
male black adult (Later identified as Boyer, Vincent Samuel DOB: 11/07/1989). 
Seated next to Boyer was an unknown female white adult and seated next to 
her, there was an unknown male black adult. Protruding in between Webb and 
Boyer was what appeared to be a clear glass bottle, resembling an alcoholic 
tequila container. 


| observed Webb pick up the bottle that was protruding in between him and 
Boyer, place it to his lips / mouth, tilt his head back, take a drink and place it 
back on the ground in between him and Boyer. | further observed Boyer stand 
up. As Boyer stood up, Webb picked up the bottle and handed it to Boyer, who 
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placed the bottle to his lips / mouth, tilt his head back and take a drink. Boyer 
then handed the bottle back to Webb. Webb placed the bottle into his back 
pack. 


Webb, Boyer and the two unknown individuals, stood up, walked north bound 
on Highland Avenue then crossed Highland Avenue at Johnny Grant Way where 
my partner and | were standing by to make contact with Webb and Boyer. 


Upon making contact with Webb, my partner observed the clear bottle that 
resembled an alcohol container that Webb attempted to conceal in his back 
pack protruding from Webb’s back pack. Officer Ramirez recovered the clear 
bottle from Webb’s back pack which revealed it to be a 1.75 liter bottle of “Jose 
Cuervo” Tequila (40% alcohol by volume) ™% full. 


ARREST: 


We advised Webb and Boyer that we were placing them under “Private Person’s 
Arrest”, aS per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest / 
see attached for) for 41.27 (c) Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Drinking in 
Public). Webb and Boyer were handcuffed (adjusted /double locked for safety 
and comfort) without incident. 


ADDITIONAL: 
Webb has no prior contacts / arrest with B.I.D. Officers. 
Boyer has no prior contacts / arrest with B.I.D. Officers. 


Webb stated that a friend of his gave him the “Jose Cuervo” Tequila. 


CITE and RELEASE: 


Webb and Boyer were escorted to the B.I.D. office which was directly across the 
street from the location of arrest by my partner Officer Ramirez and I. LAPD 
Officer Riggen #40698 responded to the B.I.D. office and confirmed Webb’s and 
Boyer’s’ identification, via C.L.E.T.S. (California Law Enforcement 
Telecommunication). Officer Riggen issued Webb (RFC # D15585) and Boyer 
(RFC #D15584) each a release from custody citation for the listed violation and 
were ordered to appear at the Metropolitan Court House, 1945 South Hill 
Street, Los Angeles, 90007, on 04/17/2014, at 0830 Hours with the approval of 
the Watch Commander Sergeant Vidal. 
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EVIDENCE: 


The bottle of “Jose Cuervo” Tequila and its contents were disposed of at the 
B.I.D. office by Officer Ramirez.
